WASHINGTON (AP)—U.S. Air Force rocketeers 
sent a 1,600-pound Discoverer satellite into a polar 
orbit Monday from California. But a few hours later 


in Florida an attempt to pu 


t three Vanguard satellites 


into a path around the world 
failed. 


Successful orbiting of the 
Discoverer, second of this type 
to. have been sent into space, 
set the stage for an attempt by 
airplanes to try to snag its 
1 nose cone from the 


The newest Discoverer satel- 
lite was making a nearly north- 
south orbit around the earth 
every 94 minutes. On that basis, 
the space vehicle has a life ex- 
pectancy of about 30 davs. 


Seven hours after the Dis- 
coverer was launched, the U.S. 
Air Force announced that 
studies of tracking data ind, 
cated the 1,600-pound satellite 
was traveling in an orbit that 
‘carried it out as far as 243 
miles and in as close as 156 
miles of the earth, 


The air force said the satel- 

lite ‘is whirling around the 

earth in a nearly 

orbit every 90.84 minutes at 17,- 
8 mph.

Vanguard's 
Three-in-One 
Shot Fails 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fila. 
(UPI)—An “economy shot” at- 
tempt to launch two earth satel- 
lites on a single Vanguard roc- 
ket ended in failure minutes 
after biastoff Monday night 
when the second stage failed 
to fire properly. 

The shell of the slim Van- 
guard, its unfired third stage 
and the two scientific-probing 
satellites fell back into the At- 
lantie Ocean. They were of 
small size, designed for a speci- 


th | fie scientific purpose and were 


relatively inexpensive. 


It was the third second — 
failure in nine Vanguard satel- 
lite launching attempts 


Monday’s Vanguard carried in 
its third stage a metallic cylind- 
er designed to give science its 
most advanced measurements 
and data on the earth’s magne- 
tie field. It also carried an in- 
flatable plastic balloon satellite 
which would drift slowly in a 
descend orbit and be visible 
to moonwatch teams.

Tactical Difference 
Inevitable: Erhard 


BONN (AP)—Ludwig Erhard 
said Tuesday that if he succeeds 
Konrad Adenauer as Chancellor 
of West Germany he will fol- 
low the same basic principles 
but might engage in some differ- 
ent “tactical maneuvers.” 

62-year-old Economics 
Minister set forth this view be- 
fore the Foreign Press Associa- 
tion. It was Erhard's first ap- 
pearance before the press since 
Adenauer announced he would 
give up the Chancellorship to 
run for the more ceremonial 


of President. 
Erhard, chief architect of 
West Germany's spectacular 


postwar recovery, is regarded ag 
the leading candidate to succeed 
Adenauer. 

Erhard refused, however, to 
announce himself a candidate 
for Chancellor. Asked whether 
he wanted the job, he replied: 
“No comment.” 

Someone asked him if he 
would pursue the same tough 
line as Adenauer in foreign af- 
fairs. 

“No two people in the same 
job will react in exactly the 
same way,” Erhard replied. “It 
is clear that when two people 
fill the same post their tactical 
maneuvers are bound to be 
somewhat different.”

Andre Chamson, president of 
the International PEN Club, has 
backec up the Ja n PEN fa tte 


recent dispute with British wri- 
ter ur Koestler over its at- 
titune on the Boris Pasternak 
affair, Miss Yoko Matsuoka, 
head of the Japan PEN secre- 
tarlat. said yesterday. 

Chamson, in a letter sent Mon- 
day to Miss Matsuoka and re- 
leased by the Japanese PEN yes- 
terday, said he did not under- 
stand why Koestler refused to 
discuss the matter with Japa- 
nese writers, even if he dis 
agreed with the Japan PEN. 


He said the incident between 
the British writer and the Japa- 
nese PEN “is one proof more 
of the intolerance which gains 

today even among those 
who profess to serve liberty.” 


Koestler arrived in Japan late 
February for a six-week tour. 

The noted anti-Communist 
author of “Darkness at Noon” 
dropped a bombshell by attack- 
ing vigorously in an open letter 
the alleged ideological bias of 
the Japan PEN, citing concrete 
instance of elusive language 
used by the club in its state- 
ment issued last November fol- 
lowing the ban placed by the 
Soviet Government on the pub- 


prize winning novel by Paster- 
nak. 


Koestler refused to an 
invitation from the club to 
address a meeting of Japanese 
writers who belong to the Japa- 
nese PEN chapter. 

Japan PEN subsequently sent 
copies of letters exchanged be- 
tween itself and the Britisn 
writer as well as newspaper re- 
ports on the incident to Cham- 
son for unbiased judgment in 
an effort to prevent its prestige 
from being damaged by the in- 


cident. 
Chamson said in his letter, 
“As international resident, 


having been the first of all 2 
idents of large organizations to 
take up a position in the favor 
of Pasternak, I fail to under- 
stand the reproaches that Koest- 
ler appears to make against the 
Japanese PEN Club. 

“In all these sad stories (Hun- 
gary, the Pasternak Affair, etc.,) 
1 believe I have never lacked 
courage or decision, and it was 
in the name of ai! the national 
centers of the PEN Club that I 
did what I did,” he declared.

buki iteelf . . Kabuki spoof- 
ing itself, as it were, and mak- 
ing good entertainment out of It. 

The other comedy “Haru no 
Kachifuda” is an entirely new 
number which gives a little 
twist to one of the popular 
comic rakugo anecdotes, and 
has as ite hero a professional 
pander named Ippachi, who in 
the person of Kanya beguiled 
audiences with his hoity-olty 
antics and good-natured person- 
ality last fall in another play.

Crab Fishing 

The Japan - Soviet Union 
Fishery Committee has agreed 
on the quotas for the crab 
catch, The agreement was 
reached after the Soviet Union 
approved Japan's final bid for 
284,000 cases of canned crabs 
as its quota for this year.

the present state of science and 


scientific research in China 
throws into clear relief the mag- 
nitude ‘of the obstacles in the 
way of the industrialization of 
the country. In March 1958, 
the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party ordered the 
establishment of research or- 
gans in every province of the 
country, and the Scientific Norm 
and Planning Committee of the 
Cabinet proceeded to implement 
this decision. 


‘In consequence, the Peip 
Academy of Science establis 
branches in every province and 
these in turn set up “research 
institutes.” Thus, the remote 
Chinghai province set up 20 re- 
search centers, Kiangsu 83 re- 
search institutes and centers, 
and so on. We scarcely need 
to be told that these were not 
to aks ¢ pure science, but to 
rationalize and to some extent 
modernize production in the 
countryside,
